* moment, is as melancholy a job as I 
No wonder the lone fisherman takes to drink. He 
ought to. It is at least a sign that he has the semblance of a soul con- 
cealed about his person—that somewhere there are remnants of a de- 
sire for human companionship, for ordinary intercourse. 

Personally, I firmly believe that the unsympathetic and unimag- 
inative creature who is satisfied to loaf away hours just for the sake of 
fishing, without results, is capable of any crime. Instead of being an 
object of reverence, he ought to be put in jail at hard labor. He's 
nothing more than a loafer. 

It is one of the finest illustrations of the feebleness of the human 
intellect that a man otherwise sane will permit himself to go cold, wet 
and hungry for hours; will wade streams; will torture himself by 
silence ; will sit hour after hour and fight swarms of fiendish flies ; and 
after the long day has drawn to a close will go home and tell his friends 
that the fish weren't biting, but that he has had the time of his life.
